DWARFING AN OAK T R E E. 


Tka Japanese Trlcls by W hich It I# 
A ccom plished. 
The Chabo H iba, a dw arf Japanese 
pine tree, was recently sold for $1,200. 
I t is six feet high and alleged to be 850 


I years old. 
It has long been supposed 
th at the process by which Japanese 
gardeners succeeded in dw arfing forest 
^ trees w a s a long and costly one. 
It Is 
now said that it is a simple process and 
th at any one can do the trick. The fol­ 
lowing directions are given for produc­ 
ing a m iniature oak tree: 
T ake an orange aud scoop out the 
pulp. Fill the interior w ith a rich mold, 
aud plant an acorn in the center of it, 
leaving the hole in the rind foe it to 
sprout through. P ut it in a sunny place 
and w ater it frequently. 
Soon after 
the first shoots have appeared the roots 
begin to break throe.-U tile orange skin. 
Take a h arp knife a id sh aw these off 
carefully and kl . 
tin rn shaved. 
The 
tree will grow about five or six inches 
high aud Hun stop. 
In a fe a r it will 
b*- a perfect m iniature oak. When the 
roots cease to grow, the orange skin 
should be varnished over aud imbed­ 
ded in a flowerpot. 
The Japanese dwarf all kinds of trees 
and ma he them live to a groat age. 
Some of these dw arfs, like the Chabo 
Hiba, are veil known, and their own­ 
ers have 
vum entary evidence attest­ 
ing their great ag)'. 
The older they 
are the more valuable, of course, they 
are. 
In Japan certain families follow 
the calling, trade, art, or w hat you will, 
of growing dw arf trees from genera­ 
tion to generation, aud you can buy a 
m iniature oak 500 years old from a de­ 
scendant of tike man who first planted 
the acorn. 
Not only forest trees, but 
fruit trees and flowering shrubs, are 
dw arfed by these clever gardeners.

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Farmers’ and Confederates Day a Great 


Success— Address by Col. Lanham. 


Farmers and Confederate Day at 
the Central Texas Fair was a close 
second in 
popular 
favor to the 
opening Jrt.y. 
The farmers from 
' B.azos and surrounding counties 
were here in large numbers, many 
of them being old soldiers who 
swelled the ranks of those present 
w ho followed the fortunes of the 
Lost Cause. 
The veterans of ex- 
cmifederate camps were especially 
invited to be present as guests of 
Camp J. B. Robertson, U. C. V., of 
Bryan, and hear an address from 
their old comrade in arms, Hon. 
£ W. T. Lanham, of Weatheaford, 
now a candidate for governor. 
The address of Col. Lanham was one our numbers 
the feature of the morning. 
At 
the appointed 
hour the speaker 
was introduced in a few appro­ 
priate words by Col. N. H. Tracy, 
of Rockdale, himself an ex-confed- 
crate. 
Col. Lanham expressed the 
highest appreciation of the honor 
of being invited to address his old 
comrades, and referred pleasantly 


to the fact that he gratefully re­ 
numbered that Brazos county in­ 
structed for him in his former race 


for governor. 
He spoke in com 
plimentary terms of the fair and 
expressed the hope that it might 
grow in importance and benefit 
Col. Lanham 
then 
took up the 
subject of his discourse, which was 
an eloquent and glowing tribute to 
the men who wore the gray. 
He 
reviewed the history of the great 
civil war, and eulogized Jefierson 
Davis, Lee, Jackson and other im­ 
mortals of the south, as well as the 
1901 heroes who bore the brunt of the 
battle on the fighting line and en­ 
dured the hardships of the private 
soldier who went forth give his 
life if need be for the cause of truth 
and liberty. 
He said the men of 
the south 
who fought for their 
country’s honor were the best peo­ 
ple the world ever saw, and that 
history will 
yet accord to their 
memory the honor their bravery 
and patriotism so richly deserve. 
He vividly described the scenes of 
marshalling to arms before the 
struggle, the farewell to home and 
loved ones, the frightful scenes of 
internecine 
strife, the wounded 
and dying. 
The speaker compared the nu­ 
merical strength of the armies of 
the north and south and showed 
what an unparelleled 
record for 
fighting and endurance was made 
by the latter in 
the four years’ 
struggle. 
He then related how 
the former returned to their homes 
to be crowned with the laurels of 
victory and to be elevated to high 
positions and emoluments, while 
the confederate soldier returned to 
a dismantled and broken 
hwme 
and a devastated land. 
Yet since 
that time he has risen to the high­ 
est positions in public and private 
life and has bent his energies to 
building up waste places. 
One by 
are diminishing 
and those who survive should per­ 
petuate this glorious memory be­ 
cause it is our history, and we 
have these special fair days and 
reunions to tell the story of those 
who died for the cause they loved. 
The hope of the south depends 
largely upon 
the ex-confederates 
and their posterity, and he or she 
is a recreant son or daughter who 
does not treasure up this hallowed 
memory and honor these old he-

Paradoxical as It fluty appear, the 
perfection of a gem Is largely due to 
Borne Imperfection In Its make. Some 
little m istake made In the laboratory of 
nuture 
produces 
a 
defective 
stone 
which Is perfection itself from the lap­ 
idary’s point of view. Nlnety-nlue out 
of every hundred emeralds dug from 
the mine are alm ost white and of little 
value, hut the hundredth one Is of a 
rich velvety greeu and, lf without oth­ 
er (laws than Its color, sells for $300 a 
carat or 240 times as much as Its col­ 
orless brother. The reason of the rich 
color which gives the emerald Its value 
is that nature, iu making the stone, put 
in too much oxide of chromium, Just as 
the cook sometimes gets too lunch sal- 
crntus in the biscuits. The standard of 
perfection In the laboratory of nature 
Is the colorless emerald, sud her d»*ep 
green ones are some of her failures; 
failures which, nevertheless, delight 
mankind, however much they may dis­ 
gust nature. You could buy a ton of 
oxide of chromium for the price which 
half a grain of it gives to a cheap and 
common crystal. 
When nature makes mistakes In m an­ 
ufacturing diamonds, the results are 
equally rem arkable. H er standard for 
a diamond is a pure white stone, but 
sometimes a foreign substance gets Into ; 
the crucible, aud tho result is a red or 
blue diamond. A flue w hite brilliant of j 
one carat can be bought for $125. bvt ft 
blue stone of that size would be eheap 
at $3,500. A red diamond is of even I 
greater value, a red stone of fifteen 
grains having been sold for $5,000. Yet 1 
the little particle of foreign material I 
which nature carelessly let fall Into the 
m ixture when she was making th at j 
stone down in the heart of some prime­ 
val volcano is of less value than a 
grain of common salt aud only got 
there by mistake. 
N ature m anufactures In her laborato- ! 
ry a m aterial called spinel. You can 
buy a block of spinel as large as you 
eau carry for a few dollars. Sometimes ' 
In making spinel small quantities of 1 
chromic acid get into the m aterial and 
color It a deep red. The pieces so col- I 
ored nature rejects as spoiled ahi the 
making aud throw s them in the dust 1 
bin, from w hich men dig them out and ' 
call them rubles. A ruby of thirty-tw o 
carats recently sold for $52,000. 
Yet 
the m aterial of the cheap spinel aud 
the valuable ruby are practically the 
same, save for th at small fraction of 
chromic acid which got into the ruby 
by mistake. 
When nature starts out to m anufac­ 
ture opals, she endeavors to make them 
w ithout any cracks In them. In this 
she seldom succeeds, coming nearest to 
perfection In the Mexican opals, which 
have few cracks in them anti therefore 
little luster. The fiery glow of the ori­ 
ental opal and the play of light In the 
depths of that exquisite stone are due 
entirely 
to 
the 
numberless 
cracks 
which seam the surface of the gem. It 
m ust give nature a poor opinion of 
mankind when she sees him selling the 
Mexican opals, which are nearly per­ 
fect, for 12 cents a carat and paying 
$25 a carat for her failures, the cracked 
fire opal of the east. 
Not only In gems, but In many other 
things, noes nature make mistakes and 
failures, tne results of which are high­ 
ly valued by man. The chank shell, a 
shell muon like the conch shell of these 
shores, is one of the commonest shells 
on the beaches of India, aud millions 
of them are gathered and burned for 
the lime th at Is In them. Yet in a tem ­ 
ple near Randy, Ceylon, are two chank 
shells WI)leo hold the place of honor in 
a shrine covered w ith gold, and no 
am ount of money could buy them from 
their guardian priests. 
Their value 
consists in tn t fact th at nature w as not 
quite herself tne morning she fabricat­ 
ed these shells and gave a right hand­ 
ed tw ist to them instead of a left hand­ 
ed one, such as has been given to all 
other chank snells, so far as man 
knows, since the beginning. 
Baron Rothschild once paid $300 a 
dozen for some Schloss Jobannisberg 
wine, and it is adm itted that, taking 
everything into consideration, It was 
not an exorbitani price. 
Yet the wine 
of the same year from the vineyard di­ 
rectly adjoining ‘.ne Jobannisberg vine­ 
yard, on the same bauk of the Rhine, 
a vineyard whose soil is, to all appear­ 
ances, the same, only brought $5 a 
dozen. 
And there Is no special secret 
about the m anufacture of Jobannisberg 
wine or about the variety of grape 
used. 
Its great value comes from a 
little joke of nature. 
In the soil of 
the Jobannisberg vineyard there is an 
infinitesimal am ount of a certain salt 
which Is found in the soil of no other 
vineyard. 
The adm ixture is so slight 
that no chemist has ever been able to 
im itate it, yet It is worth many thou­ 
sands a year to the ow ner of the vine-

at $3,500. A red diamond is of even 
greater value, a red atone of fifteen 
grains having been sold for $5,1)00. Yet 
the little particle of foreign material 
which nature carelessly let fall into the 
m ixture when she was making that 
stone down in the heart of some prime­ 
val volcano is of less talue than a 
grain of common salt aud only got 
there by mistake. 
N ature m anufactures in her laborato­ 
ry a m aterial called spinel. You eau 
buy a block of spinel as large as you 
can carry for a few dollars. Sometimes 
In m aking spinel small quantities of 
chromic acid get into the m aterial aud 
color it a deep red. The pieces so col­ 
ored nature rejects as spoiled*in the 
making aud throw s them in the dust 
biu, from whiclj men dig them out and 
call them rubies. A ruby of thirty-tw o 
carats recently sold for $52,OOO. 
Yet 
the m aterial of tho cheap spinel and 
the valuable ruby are practically the 
same, save for that small fractiou of 
chromic acid which got into the ruby 
by mistake. 
W hen nature starts out to m anufac­ 
ture opals, she endeavors to make them 
w ithout any cracks in them. In this 
she seldom succeeds, coming nearest to 
perfection in tile Mexican opals, which 
have few cracks in them and therefore 
little luster. The fiery glow of the or! 
ental opal aud the play of light In the 
depths of that exquisite stone are due 
entirely 
to 
the 
numberless 
cracks 
which scam the surface of the gem. It 
must give nature a poor opinion of 
mankind when she sees him selling the 
Mexican opals, which are nearly per 
feet, for 12 cents a carat and paying 
$25 a carat for her failures, the cracked 
tire opal of the east.
